LAKE LEVELS. 

Chicago’s drainage system has been put in jeop- 
ardy by the claim that the drainage canal is reduc- 
ing the level of tile lake. Not only has the war de- 
partment limited the amount of water to be taken 
from Lake Michigan to quantities insufficient to 
insure Chicago's health but there has been a threat 
that the whole drainage system weuld be closed up 
—all on the ground that the canal damages naviga- 
United States government reports now show that 
there is no truth in these claims. “ Lakes Michigan 
and Huron,” reads the government report, “are .08 
lower than last month, 1.26 feet higher than a year 
ago, and .64 feet above the average stage of Janu- 
ary of the last ten years“. . 

All of this seems to show that variation’ in lake 
level is in no way connected with Chicago’s drain- 
age canal, but is due to climatic conditions, distri- 
bution. of rainfall, and other natural conditions. 
The fact that Lake Michigan is seventeen inchts 
higher than the low stage of January, 1896—which 
was before the drainage canal was operned—seems 
conclusive evidence that our drainage system has 
had nothing to do with the low water which has 
existed during recent years. | 
The lake under normal conditions can and does 
rise several inches within a few hours. Lake Su- 
perior was higher in 1916 than it has been since 
1876—a condition partly due to government control 
in St. Mary’s river. ac. 
We hope that the war department has access to 
the reports of the United States lake survey and 
draws therefrom. the tevitable conclusions—that 
Chicago's drainage system is not dangerous to navi- 
gation and is an i nsiderable element, if it is an 
element at all, in water levels of the great lakes.

PASS THE CHAMBERLAIN BILL. ' 

1 [From the Cleveland Leader. ! . 
Universal military training in the United States 
is brought one important step nearer realization 
by the action of the senate military affairs com- 
mittee in recommending the passage of the Cham- 
berlain bill. Thie measure has been in course of 
preparation for months, In a large sense it repre- 
sents the best judgment of men who have given 
most thought to the question of national defense. 
By the terms of the Chamberlain measure every 
young man in the United States of proper physical 
fitness will receive six months of intensive mili- 
tary training during the year of his nineteenth 
birthday. Completing this period of preparation, 
these young men will become members of the re- 
serve, remaining on call to the colors’ till they 
are 28. : | 

Specific provision is made that the reserve army 
shall not be used to quell strike riots or to settle 
industrial disputes, thus relieving it of a kind of 
duty to which the national guard is now liable 
and which members of the guard in general detest. 
Another provision calculated to recommend the 
measure is that prohibiting any one from pur- 
chasing exemption from the prescribed period of 
training. 

The measure is thus thoroughly democratic. It 
puts all young men upon the same footing. It ex- 
acts ot all alike some small sacrifice, some small 
payment on the debt which every American owes 
to the flag that protects him in the enjoyment of 
life, home, and business. 

In the preparation of the bill the military affairs 
committee cQnsulted every phase of public opinion. 
Even the ultra pacifiste have had every opportu- 
nity to be heard. The terms of the bill have not 
been dictated by the army staff or by the war de- 
partment. The effort at every point has been to 
give the country the kind of defensive measure 
that will best represent its vast potential strength 
and best serve its purpose both as a peac’ measure 
and a war measure. 25

In reality few at them are well versed 
in any language except German, and 
none of them has any conception of 
newspaper work or any military or 
political knowledge which gives espe- 
cial qualification for the task. 

The foreign office created the central 
bureau for foreign service, which flood-. 
ed neutral countries with photographs 
and with literature written from the 
German standpoint, merely translated 
into Dutch, Swedish, or Roumanian. 
This literature damaged rather than as- 
sisted the German cause, in 
for instance. — 


Neutral Bureau Established. 
The increasing number of correspond- 
ents in Germany, all seeking an oppor- 
tunity to see something of the war and 
to obtain news, led to the establishment 
of what was known as the neutral war 
press bureau. ; 
This bureau existed from October, 
15, until last summer. Under its 
auspices correspondents traveled to vari- 
ous fronts, ng all dispatches for 
censorship. It became apparent quick- 
ly that the bureau. was at odds with 
the foreign office, It sought to extend 
its jurisdiction so as to censor every- 
thing written, and while its censors 
clashed with those in the foreign office 
the correspondents got the worst of 
things. 


Old Censors Retained. 

The government discovered that the 
bureau was not a success. The neutral 
press bureau was shelved, except for 
the old censors. There was created a 
so-ealled military department of the for- 
eign office, under Col. von Haerten, a 
keen and wide awake man, and Baron 
Plettenberg, both of whom ‘have an un- 
derstanding of foreign viewpoints. They 
were ruled by the conviction that neu- 
tral correspondents themselves were the 
best judges of what they desired.

The deer—we are referring to the com- 
mon white tailed specie—is the best able 
to fend for himself of all North Ameri- 
can big game, with the possible excep- 
tion of thé black bear. It is pro- 
tectively colored. extremely timid, it 
cannot be called Uke the moose, it 
is not afraid to flock. alone,“ and, 
hence, cannot be slaughtered in quanti- 
ties like the elk, and it does not bugie 
or call to attract its enemies.
